dustrialization,

growth, migration from farm to 
city and technological change. 


Though the causes of crime 


can't be pinned down, the paper 
suggests it is "already possible 
to project, at least in broad 
terms, the amount and types of 
crime in a society five years 
hence, using certain assump- 
tions about population growth, 
rate of urban growth, police 
strength, etc."

(AP) — A new U. N. report says 
that despite long investigation, 
the experts still do not know 
what causes crime. 
“Despite the years of ex­ 
tensive and intensive study and 
research in many countries, the 
vital factors causing crime still 
escape unequivocal, positive 
identification,” says a paper 
prepared 
by 
the 
U . 
N. 
Secretariat. 
For nearly every factor known 


to 
be 
associated 
with 
delinquency, 
from 
‘broken 
homes' and mental deficiency to 
overcrow ding, 
delinquent 
subcultures, child neglect and 
poverty, it is still possible to 
show at least as many young 
people subjected to such con­ 
ditions who do not commit crime 
as those who do.” 
The paper is titled “Social 
Defense Policies in Relation to 
Development Planning. It lists 
as 
“ the 
main 
aspects 
of 
development which have been 


thought” potentially crime- 
inducing: 
urbanization, 
in­ 
dustrialization, 
population 
growth, migration from farm to 
city and technological change. 
Though the causes of crime 
can’t be pinned down, the paper 
suggests it is “already possible 
t) project, at least in broad 
terms, the amount and types of 
crime in a society five years 
hence, using certain assump­ 
tions about population growth, 
rate of urban growth, police 
strength, etc.”

what police described as a gun 
battktbetween themselves and 
blacks. 
Elsewhere yesterday police In 
Columbus, Ohio, scattered a 
crowd of some 350 young per­ 
sons protesting what they called 
police repression; Cambridge, 
Mass., police dispersed about 
250 youths setting fires near 
Harvard Square; and angry 
Puerto Rican residents in West 
Chester, Pa., clashed with police 
for a second successive night.

the 
gunfire there erupted following 
a rally protesting the arrest of 
two blacks. 


Attendance Saturday at the 
Tehama Totem Fair soared to 
an all-time high with 10,433 
persons visiting the grounds, 
more than have attended in any 
one day in the history of the fair.

Saturday, compared to 8,288 
on the last day of the fair in 1969. 
There were 2,890 more people at 
the fair this year as compared to 
last year, and 1.682 more people 
this year than in i%8. 
“What can I say," Soares 
said, 
“except that 
this un­ 
doubtedly is the most successful 
fair we have had in years.” 
At the conclusion of one of the 
wildest destruction derbies ever 
seen at the fair, Joe Reyes of 
Stockton was named the winner 
of the contest and received a 
$200 cash award. 
In second 
place was Dave Inch of Fair 
Oaks. 
Richard Round of Red 
Bluff was third, and Richard 
Blakely of Orland was fourth. 
The derby was so completely 
destructive that there were no 


cars in good enough condition at 
the end of the main event to hold 
a powder puff derby for the 
women. 
Instead, Don Porter, 
who produced the show', used the 
$100 which would have gone to 
the winner of the women’s event 
for sportsmanship awards. One 
of the winners was Dan Ochs of 
Los Molinos, who also received a 
trophy 
for having 
the best 
decorated car. 
Ochs drove a 
bright orange 1950 Chevy. 
At the 18th annual Junior Fat 
Stock Sale Saturday, supporters 
of the sale paid higher prices for 
pork and lamb than last year, 
but paid lower prices for beef. 
The grand champion lamb, 
raised by Marsha Pitkin of the

Raley’s purchased the reserve 
grand champion for $1.60 a 
pound. Ricky Gurrola of the 
Bowman 4-H Club raised the 
animal.

Cambridge in "Cotton Comes to 
Harlem," which is one of the 
new films that has proven 
successful with Negroes. 
Producer Samuel Goldwyn Jr. 
has predicted that the film will 
gross $12 million.

"The movie business has 


made all-black films before," 
cites St. Jacques, "but none of 
them has been profitable — 
'Porgy and Bess,' 'Carmen

"The reason for their failure is 


that such films were always 
white Hollywood's idea of the 
black experience. 
They were 


directed by men who claimed to 
understand the blacks — Some 
of my best friends are colored,' 
they said. 
But only a black 


director like Ossie Davis, who 
has been in the mainstream of

black 
experience 
in 


America, can really portray it 
on the screen." 


Davis directed "Cotton Comes 


to Harlem," his first try at a 
movie, and St. Jacques believes 
that is why the film has suc- 
ceeded.

HOLLYWOOD (AP) — Rod 


Serling says he is more or less 
on the sidelines of television 
now, and prefers it that way, 
but: 


—He will be the author and 


host of a collection of eerie tales 
on "Night Gallery," a segment 
of NBC's "Four-In One." 


—He is adapting "A Storm in 


Summer," which won an Emmy 
as the best dramatic show last 
season, as a Broadway musical. 
Steve Allen is writing the music. 


—He is a much-in-demand 


voice and performer on com- 
mercials. 
The day after this 


interview he flew to San 
Francisco to appear 
in an 


automobile commercial. 


Serh'ng. the most honored 


writer in television, says he likes 
being on the periphery because 
"you don't have to worry about 
ratings. And every now and then 
I'm brought in off the shelf like a 
reasonable valuable antique." 


Serling, a small, thin man 


baked brown by the California 
sun, won five Emmys for 
original drama and a sixth for 
an adaptation of a John O'Hara 
short story. 
He also won the 


Peabody and Syivania awards. 


"I used to be one of those 


irascible, angry young men," he 
said, perennially complaining 
about the medium and the 
censorship. 
"But I'm middle- 


aged now. I'm waiting for the 
next generation of angry tyxing 
men." 


Serling said he regrets the 


passing of original drama. "In 
content it was a country mile 
higher than the present," he 
said. 


"We failed often, but we 


tried." 


In 1959 he created the highly 


successful "Twilight Zone," 
which brought him two Emmys, 
and later "The Loner," Starring 
Lloyd Bridges, which did not 
last long. 


"I did the pilot for an ABC 


show last season, 'The New 
People,' which they carved up 
like beef," Serling said. 
"I'm 


not cut out for series television. 
I can't create anything except 
anthology. Which makes me an 
anachronism since anthology is 
out now." 


In the new season Serling will 


get some fraternal competition 
of "Four-In-One." His brother. 
Bob, a well-known aviation 
writer and author of 
"The 


President's Plane Is Missing," 
is technical adviser to San 
Francisco International. 


"I liad a book coming out the 


same time as 'The President's 
Plane Is Missing," Rod said. 
"His sold 81,000 and mine, 'A 
Season To Be Wary,' sold 3,000 I 
said the inteliectural never 
wins." 


Television To Reflect 


Economical Budget 


HOLLYWOOD (AP) - In- 


flation, 
rising 
costs, 
the 


economic squeeze and the loss of 
cigarette 
advertising 
are 


combining to make the up- 
coming television season the 
shortest ever. 


The average series will have 


only 24 original shows. Some 
will have as few as 22, while a 
few lucky series will run as long 
as 26 weeks before going into 
reruns. 


This means that the season 


will run out sometime in March, 
the exact week depending on 
whether the networks pad the 
time by dropping in a special or 
two. 


Not only are high costs 


whittling away the number of 
shows, but some producers are 
having to cut corners in other 
ways, such as fewer sets, fewer 
location shooting and smaller 
casts. 


Just 10 years ago a half-hour 


show 
such 
as 
"Richard 


Diamond" could be brought in 
for $39,000. Producer Bob Claver 
said "The Partridge Family" is 
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costing $108,000 an episode. 
"That's a lot of bread when you 
think 'Diamond' was done for 
under $40,000," he said. 


Eleven years ago, 
when 


"Bonanza" began, 
it cost 


$114,000, which was expensive 
then because it was the first 
program filmed entirely in 
color. This season it will cost 
$215,000 a show. 


Hal Holbrook, starring in 


"The Senator," said budget 
restrictions are forcing some 
compromises in casting on the 
show. "The administrative staff 
is what keeps a senator going, 
but we can't cast as many 
assistants as we'd like to," he 
said. 


Producer Aaron Ruben said 


Andy Griffith's new show, 
"Headmaster," is "costing at 
least a third more than Andy s 
original show 10 years ago. We 
have to hold down in some 
places. We don't show the whole 
faculty; there's no need to. We 
don't show all the students; 
there's no reason 
for that, 


either." 


The ban on cigarette com- 


mercials, ordered by Congress 
effective Jan. i, will mean a $226 
million loss to the industry and a 
$150 million loss to the networks 
alone.

M o re Efficiency When 


Noise Level R e d u c e d 


It’s not only street noises and 
office machines that assault 
people’s ears in today’s urban 
society. 
One of the major 
culprits is the person with a 
penetrating voice. 
This discovery comes as no 
surprise to any one who works 
near a loud talker. 
But, ac­ 
cording to the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Co.’s departm ent of 
engineering 
research 
in 
Em eryville, there are steps that 
can be taken to minimize an 
uncomfortably 
high 
level 
of 
noise, regardless of its source. 
Increased efficiency results. 
-T he 
loud 
person 
may 
be 
persuaded to tone down, 
of 
course, but if he’s forgetful, 
people can be separated from it 
and 
other 
noise 
sources, 
w hether 
it’s 
people 
using 
telephones, a machine, tools, or 
copying equipment. 
Floor-to-ceiling dividers are 
best, but even partial height 
dividers are effective. 
They 
reflect and prevent the direct 
passage of sound. 
The reflec­ 
tions 
can 
be 
subdued 
by 
covering the dividers with sound 
absorbing panels 
If people 
work n ear the panels, the 
m aterial should have facings 
which pass the sound for ab­ 
sorption, yet are washable and 
able to withstand impact. 
P orous carpeting absorbs 
more sound if there’s a hair-felt 
u nderlay. 
The non-porous 
sponge rubber layer in most 
types 
of commercial carpets 
reflects noise and prevents 
absorption such as an underlay 
provides. 
M anufacturers, 
however, 
are seeking 
better 
alternative m aterial for com­ 
m ercial carpets, according to 
researchers. 
D raperies and carpeting have 
good 
psychological 
effects 
beyond their sound absorption 
quality. The sam e can be said 
for hedges or shrubs that screen 
a home or office from street 
traffic. 
It is best, though, the 
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experts 
say, 
to 
com bine 
something like a hedge with a 
solid fence. 
The closer the 
shielding is to either the noise 
source or the noise receiver, the 
more effective it will be. 
Office designers these days 
face a problem caused by flush- 
ceiling lighting. These fixtures 
reflect ra th e r than absorb 
sound, so partitions, carpeting 
the drapes play an increasingly 
im portant role as sound ab­ 
sorptive m aterials. 
Office m anagers and home 
owners 
alike 
can 
follow 
in 
sequence 
the 
four 
noise 
reduction 
step s 
th at 
the 
research lab o rato ry recom ­ 
mends: 
1. Reduce the amount of noise 
produced by the source. 
2. 
Romove the source to 
another location or increase the 
distance between the source a 
receiver. 
3. Cut the noise by complete 
or partial sound barriers around 
the receiver of the noise. 
4. 
P rovide an ad equate 
amount of 
sound 
absorptive 
m aterial in the room. 
Use each step as much as 
feasible in preference to the 
succeeding ones, but include No. 
4 with any combination of the 
others, the researchers suggest.

More Efficiency When 
Noise Level Reduced 


It's not only street noises and 


office machines that assault 
people's ears in today's urban 
society. 
One of the major 


culprits is the person with a 
penetrating voice. 


This discovery comes as no 


surprise to any one who works 
near a loud talker. 
But, ac- 


cording to the Pacific Gas and 
Electric Co.'s department of 
engineering 
research 
in 


Emeryville, there are steps that 
can be taken to minimize an 
uncomfortably high level of 
noise, regardless of its source. 
Increased efficiency results. 
—The loud person 
may be 


persuaded to tone down, of 
course, but if he's forgetful, 
people can be separated from it 
and 
other 
noise 
sources, 


whether it's people 
using 


telephones, a machine, tools, or 
copying equipment. 


Floor-to-ceiling dividers are 


best, but even partial height 
dividers are effective. 
They 


reflect and prevent the direct 
passage of sound. The reflec- 
tions can 
be 
subdued 
by- 


covering the dividers with sound 
absorbing panels. 
If people 


work near the panels, the 
material should have facings 
which pass the sound for ab- 
sorption, yet are washable and 
able to withstand impact. 


Porous carpeting absorbs 


more sound if there's a hair-felt 
underlay. 
The non-porous 


sponge rubber layer in most 
types of commercial carpets 
reflects noise and prevents 
absorption such as an underlay 
provides. 
Manufacturers, 


however, are seeking better 
alternative material for com- 
mercial carpets, according to 
researchers. 


Draperies and carpeting have 


good 
psychological 
effects 


beyond their sound absorption 
quality 
The same can be said 


fo; hedges or shrubs that screen 
a home or office from street 
traffic 
It is best, though, the 


experts say, to 
combine 


something like a hedge with a 
solid fence. 
The closer the 


shielding is to either the noise 
source or the noise receiver, the 
more effective it will be. 


Office designers these days 


face a problem caused by flush- 
ceiling lighting. These fixtures 
reflect rather than absorb 
sound, so partitions, carpeting 
the drapes play an increasingly 
important role as sound ab- 
sorptive materials. 


Office managers and home 


owners alike can 
follow in 


sequence 
the 
four 
noise 


reduction 
steps 
that 
the 


research laboratory recom- 
mends : 


1. Reduce the amount of noise 


produced by the source. 


2. 
Remove the source to 


another location or increase the 
distance between the source a 
receiver. 


3. Cut the noise by complete 


or partial sound barriers around 
the receiver of the noise. 


4. 
Provide an adequate 


amount of sound absorptive 
material in the room. 


Use each step as much as 


feasible in preference to the 
succeeding ones, but include No. 
4 with any combination of the 
others, the researchers suggest.

needles the world with words but 
uses machines to sew clothes. 


He makes more money that 


way. 


"It is impossible to become 


rich from dealing in anything 
made almost entirely by hand." 
the 60-year-old designer to 
Queen Elizabeth II said. "It is 
the manufacturers of machine- 
made clothes who prosper 
today." 


And making money is an 


Amies hobby. 


He began designing women's 


one-of-a-kmd gowns 36 years 
ago. After a good, hard look at 
the economics of trade, he 
turned to ready-to-wear or 
boutique collections for women 
and then, in the 50's, he charged 
into the men's wear field. 


"My firm," he said in an in- 


larview, "has made an awful lot 
of money. More than 50 per cent 
of the business belongs to me 
and I fought like a wildcat to get 
that. 


"I want to retire gracefully 


and elegantly. An old, un- 
successful dressmaker is a very 
unattractive thought. But, I 
have not cashed in enough yet." 


But it isn't really the money, 


he stoutly avers. "I am pre- 
occupied with making a success 
rather than making money." He 
moved 
immaculately 
clad 


shoulders in an elegant em- 
phasis. 


"After working 30 years at the 


damn 
thing I am anxious, 


though not desperately so, to 
make a success. But, success 
can only be measured by 
money." 


The fact that designer Amies 


measures up well to his own 
yardstick of success may well 
lest with his own salesmanship 
of his mastery of the art of 
making a suit. 


If the man who dresses a 


queen has had a majov influence

century, it's a tossup whether 
greater gJory is due his talent 
for striking the cashbell ringing 
medium between the classic and 
the way-out or to his ability to 
meld artistic design with a 
steely-eyed head for business.

Lachasse in 1934, Amies said: 
"My designs were not very 
exciting. I had precious little 
original to say." 


But, 
two years later, "I 


realized that if you lower the 
waist (of a suit jacket) you have 
a longer line from under the 
arrnhole to the waist. This gives 
you more room to move when in 
action, and makes the jacket lie 
almost peacefully on its own 
when you are still." 


Another year later American 


buyers discovered that his 
collection for the coronation of 
King George VI was cheaper 
than Paris originals. "And from 
that season," said Amies 


gleefully, "I have never stopped 
selling clothes to America."

Amies lives in a "smallish"

logically. "I think it is fair to say 
that I am very egotistical," he 
said.

protection." 
Marks 
said, 


however, that contestants would 
not be required to give their 
opinion. 


Recently, Katherine Huppe of 


Helena, IVlont., resigned as Miss 
Montana, citing restrictions on 
what she could say and do about 


politics and other current 
events. 


Miss Huppe, 18, said that after 


she won the title she had to sign 
a contract forbidding her to 
write anything not approved by 
the sponsoring Billings Jaycees 
and to campaign for any 
political candidate or cause. 


Marks said a prohibition 


against support of political 
candidates and parties would 
remain. 


"The Miss America Pageant 


is not politically motivated or 
politically oriented," he said, 
but added that the lifting of 
prohibitions on other con- 
troversial topics may not have 
filtered down to state and local 
pageant levels.

Still A Training Ground

You don't hear much these 


days about the "school of hard 
knocks" as a training place for 
young adults just starting to 
work. The expression has been 
lost m the modern shuffle which 
has emphasized the individual's 
reward for working rather than 
his obligation to perform well in 
whatever work he chooses. 
Nevertheless, the school of hard 
knocks is still functioning and, in 
fact, is inescapable for most 
young people who are taking 
regular jobs for the first time. 


This school, where you learn 


to make a living, will be much 
tougher on you than the previous 
schools you have known. As a 
student in previous schools, you 
received much sympathetic 
understanding when the work 
was difficult, much patience 
when your grades needed im- 
provement. But once you 
graduate from high school or 
college and take a regular job, 
you will be obliged to live by a 
different set of rules 


In the school of hard knocks 


you make it right or out you go 
— not because business tries to 
discourage or crush its new 
recruits but because everything 
has to move to meet the needs of 
the business, not the whims of 
the individual workers. Lear- 
ning that you must be on the job 
and doing your work well, 
whether you happen to feel like 
it or not, produces occasional 
hard knocks. Discovering that 
you 
must 
be 
thoroughly 


agreeable with those who work 
with you, even if you can't stand 
them as individuals, may give 
you a few knocks too. 


Perhaps the most important 


fact of all about your enrollment 
in the school of hard knocks is 
the one that you can be promptly 
fired at any time you are not on 
the job when you should be, 
doing exactly what you are 
supposed to be doing and doing it 
to the satisfaction of your 
supervisors. Business does not 
like to fire and train new people 
constantly because it is ex- 
pensive, 
but 
no 
well-run 


business can put up with slow, 
inefficient or unwilling workers. 
They are too costly and kill off 
the profits without which no 
business can survive. 


If this look ahead into your 


working future appears to be a 
bumpy road, remember that 
from this point on your purpose 
is to support yourself. You will 
need money, money and more 
money, endlessly, as long as you 
live. The amount you need will 


depend on how high you want to 
live. 


For most, the only way to 


obtain this money is to work in 
some ousiness. Of course, there 
are 
those 
who 
choose 


professional work — doctors, 
social workers, clergymen, 
teachers and others — but even 
they cannot avoid the necessity 
to make money, just so they can 
stay alive-,. 


So the school of hard knocks is 


where you learn how to earn the 
material things which maintain 
lite for you and yours. In that 
school you also learn the value 
of personal worth — honesty, 
tolerance, ambition and all the 
other qualities which will make 
you a better person. 


Perhaps the emphasis placed 


on your coming need for money 
might lead to the impression 
that money is all you work for. 
It's not true. Many people who 
have made huge fortunes never 
found any real happiness in it. 
The greatest satisfaction in any- 
kind of work is a feeling of ac- 
complishment. 


Once you convince yourself 


you can do an outstanding job, in 
whatever field, you are on your 
way to a productive and happy 
career. In the earliest years of 
working, you may be on jobs 
which give you a few op- 
portunities to shine. But if you 
know within yourself that you 
can do an excellent job, given 
the opportunity, and then take 
steps to find that opportunity, 
you will be on the track of one of 
the richest rewards life has to 
offer — a feeling of true personal 
worth and accomplishment.

Except in movies — where they sit trapped in trees, or crouch 
behind rocks ready to spring on the blonde heroine — wild moun­ 
tain lions have been seen by few Californians. After all, the State 
D epartm ent of Fish and Game estim ates there are only 600 of 
them, living in the rem oter mountain regions. But the cats are 
again at the center of controversy, as they seem to have been ever 
since the west was opened up. 


The reason is that the mountain lion is now officially a big 
game animal in the state, and the D epartm ent of Fish and Game 
has announced an all-year season with no lim it during 1970-71 — 
causing a howl of protest from conservation writers and others. 
The conservationists fear that the mountain lion population is so 
small it is in danger of being wiped out, anyway, by a sudden onset 
of disease, a severe winter, food shortage, or any combination of 
these. Why, they ask, further imperil these graceful and interesting 
creatures with an open season? 
When the numbers of a wild animal are reduced to 600 there is 
certainly cause for concern, but methinks the conservationists 
protest a little too much. For one thing the lion had previously been 
on the “ unprotected” list, which m eant it could be taken at any 
tim e. Indeed, the state paid a bounty for lions over a 56-year period 
up to 1963. 


The Departm ent reports that 12,000 bounties were paid during 
that period, but the lion population rem ained fairly stable at about 
600 animals. Other reports put the population down to 400 during 
one period when bounties were being paid — which would indicate a 
fifty percent increase to the present day. 


Nobody claims that that is a safe figure or even a very com­ 
forting increase. But Wallace G. M acgregor, big game co-ordinator 
for the Departm ent of Fish and Game, has said that the open 
season is tc be only for the one year, so that information can be 
gained through the return of tags. Lion hunters are required to 
purchase tags and tag all taken anim als. 


Nobody anticipates a rush of hunters decimating lions. They 
are hard to find and hard to catch, and lion-hunting requires some 
rugged pursuit across inhospitable terrain as well as a lot of know­ 
how. Even when bounties of $50 were being offered for females ( $40 
for males) the annual catch averaged only 200. We are not likely to 
see anything like that number of tags being used during the present 
season. Not when the lion has no price on its head. 


Even so, we want to keep our lions. The Departm ent of F and G 
m ust keep a close score, so that we know what is happening. For 
one thing, in these days of ecology it has been established that 
predaotrs such as mountain lions can help balance gam e animal 
populations with their food resources. The bounty, of course, was 
always nonsense — livestock were rarely killed by lions, which 
subsist basically on deer and small animals. 


And the heroine was always saved in the end.

It is as if the m iracle 
were that so few people take 
their lives. 
I have always tended to be 
im patient with the profesionally 
gloomy, and continue to cherish 
the advice I was given years ago 
by a European intellectual, to 
wit that in this day, in this age, 
one can only be objectively 
pessim istic, 
and 
subjectively 
optim istic. Things do look bad, 
viewed objectively; but, viewed 
subjectively, we do snatch our 
little pleasures, and are con­ 
stantly being surprised by joy. 


Mrs 
Galletti, and millions 
m ore like her, including I guess 
myself, are desperately in need, 
I 
think, 
of 
evidence 
th a t 
something can be done. About 
what? It doesn’t , really, m at­ 
ter : evidence that something 
can be done about anything. The 
Vietnam war is in the special 
sense a great villain: because i t , 
occupies the mind like a birth 
m ark.

WASHINGTON — D espite 
P re sid en t N ixon’s pains to 
establish closer touch with the 
world outside the White House, 
he continues 
to m ake 
his 
decisions in splendid isolation. 
He has tried to break out of his 
isolation, and his press aides 
have played up his new ac­ 
cessibility. Yet the fortress he 
has built around himself, say 
insiders, is more formidable 
than ever. 
To counter the charges that he 
consults only a few close ad­ 
visors, the President has held a 
few more meetings, adm itted a 
few more visitors and shaken a 
few more hands. He has tried to 
u ntangle his lines of com ­ 
munication, and he has ad­ 
monished his aides to hearken to 
the voices of opposition. 
Specifically, he has instructed 
Vice President Spiro Agnew and 
Attorney General John Mitchell 
to stop goading student activists 
and 
to 
encourage 
young 
dissenters to speak out. The 
President is now persuaded, say 
intim ates, that open dialogue is 
the best steam valve to prevent 
more explosions on the campus 
this fall. 
But at decision time, he still 
holes up in a hideaway and pores 
over his “ option papers.” He 
relies, as ever, upon paperwork 
rather than the give-and-take of 
discussion. Only a few in­ 
tim ates, 
men he feels com­ 
fortable with, are able to get 
through 
to him with policy 
advice. 
This column has talked to key 
Republicans, 
men who want 
Richard Nixon to succeed, about 
their access to him. For the sake 
of their own relationships, they 
have asked not to be identified. 
But here are their disturbing 
statem ents:

ago. 


They said Ted wouldn't last 


because of his famed temper.

Two Junes have 
come and gone and Ted seems 
as enthused as ever, although 
the Senators' performance this 
season has disappointed him. 


"I was ^convinced we were 


really going to score a lot of runs 
this year," he said, "and our 
hitting has really been poor 
much of the season." 


Managing has gotten easier

Williams admits, even if he is 
unlikely to duplicate his rookie 
feat 
of being named 
the 


American League's manager of 
the year in 1969. 


"I'd have to say it's a little bit 


easier," Williams said. 


•'When I joined the club, I 


didn't know what to expect from 
any of the players. I didn't even 
know how to make out a lineup 
card. 


"You've got to know what a 


player looks like when he's hot. 
How else can you help him when 
he's going bad?" Now I know 
what they can do and can't do. 
Experience is a great teacher."

New Hall Of Famers 


COOPERSTOWN, N. Y. (AP) 


— Four new members move into 
baseball's Hall of Fame today as 
10,000 fans jam this historic 
village to honor Lou Boudreau, 
Earle Combs, Jesse Haines and 
Ford Frick, and to watch a ball 
game. 


After watching the formal 


induction ceremonies and the 
unveiling of the new plaques, 
boosting the total membership 
to 118, the fans stroll down Main 
Street to Doubleday Field to see 
the annual Hall of Fame 
exhibition game. 


Another planeload of 70 


friends of Boudreau from his 
home town of Harvey, 111., will 
watch the former Cleveland 
shortstop and player-manager 
take his place with the baseball 
greats of the past. 


Boudreau, 52, was voted into 


the Hall by the veteran baseball 
writers in January with 232 of a 
possible 300 votes, or more than 
the required 75 per cent. He 
played 15 big league seasons 
with Cleveland and Boston and 
had a career batting average of 
.295, leading the American 
League in one season with .327. 


Boudreau managed Cleveland. 
Bostn, Kansas City and the 
Chicago Cubs before moving 
into the radio-television berth in 
Chicago. 


Combs, 70, Haines 76, and 


Frick 75, were selected by the 
veterans committee in a special 
election. 


Combs spent 12 years in the 


majors with the New York 
Yankees as leadoff man and 
center fielder for the great 
teams from 1924 through 1935 
and compiled a .325 average. 


Haines, a 24-game winner for 


St. Louis in 1927, won 210 and lost 
158 for the Cardinals. The 
knuckleball pitcher broke in 
with Cincinnati in 1918 but h&" 
no record and came back with 
St. Louis to stay from 1920 
through 1937. 


Frick, former commissioner 


and president of the National 
League, 
moved 
into 
the 


executive branch of the game 
after a career as a baseball 
writer. It was his leadership that 
led to the establishment of the 
Hall of Fame in Cooperstown in 
1939.

I'll 
tell you why Because you've 
got more strength and bat 
control when you swing up. 


"I can take a kid and have him

By LEW FERGUSON 
KANSAS CITY (AP) — Ted 
Williams, once the tempestuous 
Kid of the Boston Red Sox, turns 
52 on Aug. 30 with only two 
things left in baseball to ac­ 
complish — manage a pennant- 
winning team and teach other 
kids how to hit. 
Talking to Ted leaves the 
impression the latter may be as 
important to him as producing a 
winner for the Washington 
Senators. 
“I’d say that in the last ten 
years one of the most satisfying 
things to me is that I’ve been 
able to explain things to kids 
better,” Williams said in a 
recent interview. 
Watch Williams around the 
Senators’ pregame batting cage 
and you get the idea he was born 
to be a teacher, something the 
skeptics doubted when Robert 
Short, owner of the Senators, 
lured the game’s last .400 hitter 
out of retirement to take over 
the Washington job 18 months 
ago.They said Ted wouldn’t last 
because of his famed temper. 
Many predicted he would be 
gone by June. Two Junes have 
come and gone and Ted seems 
as enthused as ever, although 
the Senators’ performance this 
season has disappointed him. 


“I was -convinced we were 
really going to score a lot of runs 
this year,” he said, “and our 
hitting has really been poor 
much of the season.” 
Managing has gotten easier 
the second time around, 
Williams admits, even if he is 
unlikely to duplicate his rookie 
feat of being named the 
American League’s manager of 
the year in 1969. 
“I’d have to say it’s a little bit 
easier,” Williams said. 
“When I joined the club, I 
didn’t know what to expect from 
any of the players. I didn’t even 
know how to make out a lineup 
card. 
“You’ve got to know what a 
player looks like when he’s hot. 
How else can you help him when 
he’s going bad?” Now I know 
what they can do and can’t do. 
Experience is a great teacher.” 
Ted 
“ surrounds” 
the 
Senators’ batting cage before a 
game, snapping advice, hand- 
dling, admonishing, bantering 
with his players. He is a 
demanding, forceful teacher. 
“Choke up, we need the bunt 
from you,” he shouts to one of 
his weaker hitters. “Let Howard 
and Epstein hit ’em out ” 
“No, no, no,” he instructs 
another. “Open the hips. Take a 
rip.”

“I learned a lot about teaching 
when I had a baseball camp a 
few years back.” Williams said. 
“I had to learn to explain to a kid 
why you do this and do that.

I can have him 
then swing it up at a 45-degree 
angle and show him how much 
more resistance I’ve got trying 
to wiggle it. 
“Invariably, when you show a 
kid these things, he remembers 
them.”

COOPERSTOWN, N. Y. (AP) 
— Four new members move into 
baseball’s Hall of Fame today as 
10,000 fans jam this historic 
village to honor Lou Boudreau, 
Earle Combs, Jesse Haines and 
Ford Frick, and to watch a ball 
game. 
After watching the formal 
induction ceremonies and the 
unveiling of the new plaques, 
boosting the total membership 
to us, the fans stroll down Main 
Street to Doubleday Field to see 
the annual Hall of Fame 
exhibition game. 
Another planeload of 70 
friends of Boudreau from his 
home town of Harvey, 111., will 
watch the former Cleveland 
shortstop and player-manager 
take his place with the baseball 
greats of the past. 
Boudreau, 52, was voted into 
the Hall by the veteran baseball 
writers in January with 232 of a 
possible 300 votes, or more than 
the required 75 per cent.

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We Want To Keep Our Lions

Except in movies — where they sit trapped in trees, or crouch 


behind rocks ready to spring on the blonde heroine — wild moun- 
tain lions have been seen by few Californians. After all, the State 
Department of Fish and Game estimates there are only 600 of 
them, living in the remoter mountain regions. But the cats are 
again at the center of controversy, as they seem to have been ever 
since the west was opened up. 


The reason is that the mountain lion is now officially a big 


game animal in the state, and the Department of Fish and Game 
has announced an all-year season with no limit during 1970-71 — 
causing a howl of protest from conservation writers and others. 
The conservationists fear that the mountain lion population is so 
small it is in danger of being wiped out, anyway, by a sudden onset 
of disease, a severe winter, food shortage, or any combination of 
these. Why, they ask, further imperil these graceful and interesting 
creatures with an open season? 


When the numbers of a wild animal are reduced to 600 there is 


certainly cause for concern, but methinks the conservationists 
protest a little too much. For one thing the lion had previously been 
on the "unprotected" list, which meant it could be taken at any 
time. Indeed, the state paid a bounty for lions over a 56-year period 
up to 1963. 


The Department reports that 12,000 bounties were paid during 


that period, but the lion population remained fairly stable at about 
600 animals. Other reports put the population down to 400 during 
one period when bounties were being paid — which would indicate a 
fifty percent increase to the present day. 


Nobody claims that that is a safe figure or even a very com- 


forting increase. But Wallace G. Macgregor, big game coordinator 
for the Department of Fish and Game, has said that the open 
season is to be only for the one year, so that information can be 
gained through the return of tags. Lion hunters are required to 
purchase tags and tag all taken animals. 


Nobody anticipates a rush of hunters decimating lions. They 


are hard to find and hard to catch, and lion-hunting requires some 
rugged pursuit across inhospitable terrain as well as a lot of know- 
how. Even when bounties of $50 were being offered for females ($40 
for males) the annual catch averaged only 200. We are not likely to 
see anything like that number of tags being used during the present 
season. Not when the lion has no price on its head. 


Even so, we want to keep our lions. The Department of F and G 


must keep a close score, so that we know what is happening. For 
one thing, in these days of ecology it has been established that 
predaotrs such as mountain lions can help balance game animal 
populations with their food resources. The bounty, of course, was 
always nonsense — livestock were rarely killed by lions, which 
subsist basically on deer and small animals. 


And the heroine was always saved in the end.

I have always tended to be 


impatient with the profesionally 
gloomy, and continue to cherish 
the advice I was given years ago 
by a European intellectual, to 
wit that in this day, in this age, 
one can only be objectively 
pessimistic, and 
subjectively 


optimistic. Things do look bad, 
viewed objectively; but, viewed 
subjectively, we do snatch our 
little pleasures, and are con- 
stantly being surprised by joy.

Decisions In Isolation

WASHINGTON — Despite 


President Nixon's pains to 
establish closer touch with the 
world outside the White House, 
he continues to make his 
decisions in splendid isolation. 


He has tried to break out of his 


isolation, and his press aides 
have played up his new ac- 
cessibility. Yet the fortress he 
has built around himself, say 
insiders, is more formidable 
than ever. 


To counter the charges that he 


consults only a few close ad- 
visors, the President has held a 
few more meetings, admitted a 
few more visitors and shaken a 
few more hands. He has tried to 
untangle his lines of com- 
munication, and he has ad- 
monished his aides to hearken to 
the voices of opposition. 


Specifically, he has instructed 


Vice President Spiro Agnew and 
Attorney Genera! John Mitchell 
to stop goading student activists 
and 
to 
encourage 
young 


dissenters to speak out. The 
President is now persuaded, say 
intimates, that open dialogue is 
the best steam valve to prevent 
more explosions on the campus 
this fall 


But at decision time, he still 


holes up in a hideaway and pores 
over his "option papers." He 
relies, as ever, upon paperwork 
rather than the give-and-take of 
discussion. Only a few in- 
timates, men he feels com- 
fortable with, are able to get 
through to him with policy 
advice.

Republicans, men who want 
Richard Nixon to succeed, about 
their access to him. For the sake 
of their own relationships, they 
have asked not to be identified.

It is not unusual for 
flatfeet to occur in a number 
of peopfe in a family. 


One of the avoidable causes

agency, or what measures will 
be necessary to accomplish such 
conformity. A copy of each such 
written report shall be mailed or 
otherwise delivered to the 
subdivider prior to Planning 
Commission action on the 
tentative map. 


4. Upon receipt of such 


reports, the City Planner shall 
review the map and the 
statements and documents 
submitted with it and within five 
days shall call a meeting of the 
Technical Advisory Committee 
to discuss the proposed sub- 


division with the subdivider and 
to 
indicate 
any 
actions 


necessary to make the map 
acceptable for filing, or to ac- 
cept the map as being officially 
filed. 


5. A tentative map shall be 


considered officially filed, and 
shall be so endorsed and dated, 
at such time as the map and all 
related notations, statements 
and reports required by this 
Ordinance have been submitted 
to, processed, and found to be in 
complete and proper form by 
the Committee, and all required 
fees have been paid. 


6. Within 10 days from the date 


of official filing of a tentative 
map, the Technical Advisory 
Committee shall prepare a 
report thereon and the City 
Planner shall place the item for 
consideration of the map on the 
agenda of the next Planning 
Commission meeting. 
E. 
Tentative 
Map, Con- 


sideration by Planning Com- 
mission 


1. The Planning Commission 


shall consider each tentative 
map 
and 
accompanying 


statements and documents, and 
the Technical Advisory Com- 
mittee report and related 
department and agency reports, 
to determine whether the map is 
in 
conformity 
with 
the 


provisions of law and this Or- 
dinance, with adopted General 
Plan and Specific Plan stan- 
dards and proposals, and with 
good planning and engineering 
practice. 


2. The Planning Commission 


shall 
consider also 
such 


measures as will promote and 
protect the public health, safety, 
comfort, 
convenience and 


general welfare, and the natural 
scenic values and other assets 
and conditions making for ex- 
cellence of residential, com- 
mercial, industrial, recreational 
and other developments. 


3. The Planning Commission 


may 
require 
that 
sites 


necessary for public purposes be 
provided or reserved, or that 
fees for such purposes be paid, 
as follows: 


a. Parks, recreation sites: 1 


acre per 100 lots or a fee per lot, 
as specified in Land Division 
Standards, when in conformity 
with provisions of State Law, 
(Business and Professions Code, 
Sec. 11546). 


b. Public schools, elementary 


and secondary: As provided by 
State Law, (Business and 
Professions Code. Sec. 11525.2). 


c. Water, sewer, solid waste 


disposal and drainage facility 
sites 
and easements: 
As 


required to properly serve in- 
dividual subdivisions, and to 
conform to area plans. 


d. Public sites for fire stations, 


libraries and other public uses 
and services: As may be 
negotiated by Public agencies 
and the Subdivider. 


4. The Planning Commission 


may require a waiver of rights 
of direct access to any existing 
or proposed street or highway. 


5. The Planning Commission 


may refuse to approve a ten- 
tative map when it finds that: 


a. The only practical use of the 


property included on the map is 
use prohibited by law, or that 
the tentative map or the sub- 
division plan proposed is not in 
conformity with this Ordinance, 
the Subdivision Map Act or other 
applicable provisions of law, or 
General Plan or Specific Plans. 


b. The Health Officer report 


indicates that the property is, or 
will become unhealthful or unfit 
for human habitation or oc- 
cupancy 
if 
developed 
as 


proposed. 


c. The City Engineer report 


indicates that the property is 
hazardous for development or 
habitation because of flooding or 
inundation, adverse soil or 
geologic conditions, or other 
conditions adverse to the public 
health, safety 
or 
general 


welfare. 
F. Tentative Map, Action by 
Planning Commission, City 
Council 


1. Within fifty days of the date 


on which a tentative map is 
officially filed and dated in the 
office of the City Planner, and 
unless said time limit has been 
extended by mutual consent of 
the subdivider and the Planning 
Commission, the Planning 
Commission shall, upon the 
basis of considerations and 
findings as set forth herein, 
either recommend approval, 
conditional 
approval, 
or 


disapproval of such tentative 
map. Such recommendation 
shall, within ten days, be 
reported in writing to the City 
Council and the subdivider. 


2. Within twenty days of 


receipt 
of such Planning 


Commission recommendation, 
the City Council shall approve, 
conditionally 
approve 
or 


disapprove the tentative map, 
and within ten days of such 
action shall give written notice 
thereof to the Planning Com- 
mission and subdivider. 


3. Action on a tentative map 


by the City Council shall be 
final. 


4. Following approval of a 


tentative map, the subdivider 
shall proceed to fulfill all con- 
ditions to such approval, and 
shall cause to be prepared and 
submitted to the City Engineer 
the plans, specifications and 


other information related to 
subdivision improvements in 
accordance with the Land 
Division Standards. 


5. No work on any permanent 


structure, or on any subdivision 
improvements on any sub- 
division site shall be com- 
menced without the approval 
and authorization of the City 
Engineer, and no work on the 
site which is in conflict with the 
approved tentative map shall be 
permitted. 
G. Final Subdivision Map, 
Submittal 


1. Within 18 months after 


approval or conditional ap- 
proval of the tentative map or 
maps, the subdivider may cause 
the subdivision, or any part 
thereof, to be surveyed and a 
final map to be prepared in 
accordance with the tentative 
map as approved. 


2. Upon application of the 


subdivider prior to the ex- 
piration of the 18 months period, 
an extension of not exceeding 
one year may be granted by the 
Planning Commission. In the 
event the Planning Commission 
denies a subdivider's ap- 
plication for extension, the 
subdivider may appeal to the 
City Council, and the action of 
the City Council shall be final. 


3. Any failure to submit, 


process and record a final map 
within 18 months from the date 
of approval or conditional ap- 
proval of the tentative map, or 
any extension thereof granted 
by the Planning Commission, 
shall terminate all proceedings. 
Before a final map may 
thereafter be recorded, a new 
tentative map shall be required 
to be submitted, processed and 
approved. 


4. The subdivider shall submit 


to the City Planner, in complete 
and approvable form, the 
following: 


a. Ten legible prints of the 


final map, together with the

reproducible copy. 


b. Subdivision improvement 


plans, and plan, map and field 
checking fees, as provided in the 
Land Division Standards. 


c. Traverse sheets showing 


closures and computation of all 
distances, angles, and courses 
shown on the final map, ties to 
existing 
and 
proposed 


monuments, 
and 
adjacent 


subdivisions, street centerlines, 
and highway stations. The 
traverse of the exterior boun- 
daries of the tract and of lots and 
blocks shall close within a limit 
of error of one in five thousand. 


d. Design calculations as 


required in the Land Division 
Standards. 
e. A certificate from 
the 


County Assessor regarding liens 
for unpaid taxes, a tax bond if 
required, and a guarantee of 
title issued by a title company 
for the benefit and protection of 
the City. 


f. An instrument restricting 


vehicular traffic over the side 
lines of any road or highway, 
when and if the same is 
required. 


g. A geologic and soil report or 


a soil investigation report by a 
soils engineer in the form 
prescribed by the City Engineer 
unless this requirement is 
waived in writing by the City 
Engineer. 


h. 
Improvement 
bonds, 


subdivision agreements and 
such other documents as are 
required by this ordinance and 
the Land Division Standards. 
H. Final Subdivision Map, Form 
and Content 


The final subdivision map 


shall conform to all of the 
following provisions: 


1. It shall be clearly and 


legibly drawn in black water- 
proof India ink upon good 
tracing cloth or other material 
approved 
by 
the 
County 


Recorder, and shall include 
certificates as required by the 
Subdivision Map Act and this 
Ordinance, 


2. The size of each sheet shall 


be 18 x 26 inches. A marginal 
line shall be drawn completely 
around each sheet, leaving an 
entirely blank margin of one 
inch. The particular number of 
the sheet and the total number of 
sheets comprising the map, the 
tract number, title, or other 
designation shall be stated on 
each of the sheets, and its 
relation to each adjoining sheet 
shall be clearly shown. The tract 
designation, all drawings, af- 
fidavits, acknowledgements, 
endorsements, offers and ac- 
ceptances of dedication, and 
notarial seals shall be within 
said marginal lines. The first 
sheet of the map shall contain all 
affidavits, 
acknowledgements, 


endorsements, offers and ac- 
ceptances of dedication and 
notarial certificates, 
and no 


signed certificates shall appear 
on any other sheet of the map, 
nor shall any portion of the map 
appear on the sheet containing 
the certificates. The scale of the 
final map shall be one inch 
equals one hundred feet or one 
inch equals fifty feet, unless 
otherwise permitted by the City 
Planner, but in any case the 
map shall show clearly all the 
details of the subdivision. 


3. The title sheet of the final 


map shall contain the tract 
number and designation and 
such other descriptive matter as 


may be necessary. Below the 
tract designation shall appear a 
sub-title consisting of a general 
description of all the property 
being subdivided by reference to 
recorded deeds or to maps 
which have been previously 
recorded or by reference to the 
plat of a United States Survey. 
Reference to tracts and sub- 
divisions in the description must 
be worded identically with 
original records and references 
to book and page of record must 
be complete. The basis of 
bearing for the survey shall be 
clearly noted. 


4. The final map shall par- 


ticularly define and designate 
all lots or parcels, including 
those reserved for private 
purposes, all parcels offered for 
dedication for any purpose, with 
all dimensions, boundaries, and 
courses clearly shown and 
defined in every case. No ditto 
marks shall be used. Parcels 
offered for dedication but not 
accepted shall be designated by 
letter. 


5. The map shall show clearly 


what stakes, monuments, or 
other evidences were found on 
the ground to determine the 
boundaries of the tract, and the 
names of owners of adjoining 
properties. 


6. The map shall show all 


information, 
data, 
and 


monuments necessary to locate 
and retrace any and all exterior 
boundary lines, and lot and 
block lines. It shall also show 
bearings and distances of 
straight lines and radii, central 
angle and arc length for all 
curves, and such information as 
may be necessary to determine 
the location of the centers of 
curves, bearings and tangent 
distances and radii, 
central 


angle, and arc lengths of all lots. 
Where streets intersect on 
curves, center line lengths, radii 
and deltas, and center line in- 
tersection points shall be shown. 


7. The map shall show chord 


lengths at the setback line on 
lots located on a curve or having 
side lines at angles other than 
ninety degrees. 


8. Wherever the City Engineer 


has established the center of a 
street or alley, the data shall be 
shown on the final map, in- 
dicating all monuments found 
and making reference to a field 
book or map. If the points were 
reset by ties, the fact shall be 
stated. 


9. The map shall show the line 


of extreme high water in case 
the subdivision is adjacent to a 
stream, channel, or subject to 
periodic inundation by water. 


10. The boundary of the tract 


shall be designated by l-16th 
inch solid colored border applied 
on the reverse side of the tracing 
and outside the boundary line. 
Such border shall not obliterate 
figures or other data. 


11. Block designations shall be 


used, and lots shall be numbered 
consecutively in each block, 
with 
no 
omissions 
or 


duplications. 


12. The total width of all street 


rights of way shall be shown, as 
well as the widths of rights of 
way for flood control or 
drainage channels, and any 
other rights of way. 


13. The map shall show all 


easements of record 
and 


easements to be recorded. If any 
easement is not definitely 
located of record, a statement of 
such easement must appear on 
the title sheet. Easements for 
storm drains, sewers, public 
utilities and other purposes shall 
be clearly defined. Distances 
and bearings on the side lines of 
lots which are cut by an 
easement must be so shown that 
the map will indicate clearly the 
actual length of the lot lines. The 
width of the easement and the 
lengths and bearingsof the lines 
thereof and sufficient 
ties 


thereto to definitely locate the 
easement with respect to the 
subdivision must be shown. 


14. In 
order 
to avoid 


duplication, names to be used 
for new streets shall be subject 
to the approval of the Planning 
Commission. If any designations 
be numbers, they shall be 
spelled out completely, using 
hyphens in such forms as 
"Twenty-third Street." The 
word "Avenue", "Boulevard", 
"Place", etc. shall be spelled 
out in full. Names of newly 
dedicated portions of streets 
shall be shown in or arrowed to 
the dedicated portion. 
I. Final Subdivision Map; 
Filing, Processing 


1. When the City Engineer 


finds that all requirements for 
submittal of a final subdivision 
map have been complied with, 
he shall date and sign his file 
copy to that effect, and notify 
the subdivider and-or his 
engineer and the Technical 
AeXnsory Committee that the 
map has been filed. Within five 
days of the date of filing, the 
Committee may meet to review 
the map and submit comments 
thereon to the City Engineer. 


2. Within twenty days of the 


date of filing, and when the map 
is complete and in order, the 
City Engineer shall sign the 
certificate on the original 
tracing thereof and submit the 
map, and all related bond and 
agreement forms and other 
documents, to the Planning

Letters Support Pryor’s 
Nursing Home Study-Policy a

W A S H I N G T O N 
— 
Congressman David. Pryor of 
A rkansas 
has 
received 
thousands of letters from vir­ 
tually every state encouraging 
him to push for a study of nur­ 
sing homes and the writing of a 
federal 
policy 
on 
their 
operation. 
But now the Pryor resolution 
calling for the study is bogged 
down in 
the House 
Rules 
Committee — and despite his 
persistent efforts to dislodge it, 
Pryor sees little chance of 
committee action this session. 
Last February Pryor spent a 
month of weekends visiting 
nursing homes in Washington, 
D, 
C. 
area 
— 
not 
as 
a 
congressman but either as a 
volunteer worker or posing as 
someone inquiring about getting 
a relative admitted. 
He created national headlines 
when he took the floor and 
reported 
his 
findings 
— 
loneliness, boredom, poor food, 
unsanitary conditions — and he 
then introduced the resolution 
calling for the creation of a 
special congressional com ­ 
mittee to investigate. 


While Pryor told this reporter 
there had been some pressure 
from nursing home interests to 
“lay off,” he said he did not 
think such pressure was causing 
the Rules Committee to hold up 
action on his resolution. 
But since F ebruary, 
the 
congressman has given three 
floor speeches on the nursing 
home problem, appeared on a 


number of radio and television 
programs, and has had much 
written about the problem in 
newspapers and magazines. The 
special committee would have to 
report findings 
and 
m ake 
recommendations within a year. 
“Nearly everyone I know has 
a relative or someone he knows 
confined to a nursing home,” 
Pryor said, "My hope is that a 
study of these homes will pin­ 
point the major problems and a 
federal policy can come out of it. 
These elderly people are the 
forgotten 
m inority 
in 
our 
society.” 
Pryor said there are no 
clearcut 
jurisdictions 
for 
overseeing 
nursing 
home 
operations, 
adding, 
“ The 
government blames the nursing 
homes and the nursing homes 
blame the government, and the 
patient is again caught in the 
middle. Lobbying forces have 
purposely kept legislation and 
enforcem ent weak at both 
federal and state levels and yet 
our taxpayers are funneling $2 
billion annually into the nursing 
home industry.” 


In his last speech on the 
matter, Pryor hit out at what he 
termed “selfish 
and greedy 
interests, not only of many of the 
nursing home 
owners 
and 
operators but also the nursing 
home associations and lobbying 
groups which 
foster these 
conditions and thrive in this 
area 
of 
bureaucratic 
con­ 
fusion.” 
In that speech, Pryor also told 
of receiving a letter from 
Minnesota 
relating how 
one 


elderly woman patient in a 
nursing home died of cancer, 
another choking to death on a 
piece of meat and of one woman 
who visited her mother in a 
nursing home and found her 
“strapped down, naked to the 
waist, lying in a draft and 
calling for help.” 
Many such homes don’t have 
fire safety regulations, Pryor 
said, adding, “ I have noticed 
that fire escapes on many older 
nursing homes are so steep they 
would frighten even the young 
and agile, so narrow it would be 
impossible for a wheelchair to 
pass.” 


A woman in New York wrote 
Pryor that her mother had 
developed pyorrhea in a nursing 
home and could not eat because 
attendants would not clean her 
false teeth. A letter from Ohio 
told how a parent in a nursing 
home there 
suffered 
drug 
damage. 


Drug abuse has become a 
m ajor problem 
in nursing 
homes throughout the country, 
so much so that a survey last fall 
indicated that one-tenth of 
nursing home drug prescrip­ 
tions are administered wrong, 
according to Pryor. 
Speaking of his own state of 
Arkansas, Pryor reported that 
one nursing home gives its 
patients “only 700 calories a 
day, cooked from supplies that 
include hatchery reject eggs 
with maggots in the cases, 
bacon held so long it was molded 
black, and very poorly home- 
canned foods.”
